THE IRRIGATION 
CONVENTION. 


Next Tuesday, the loth instant, an 


irrigation convention is to be held at 
Salt Lako City in response to a call 
issued by the Governor of Utah at the 
suggestion of the Salt Lako Chamber of 
Commerce. Each and all of tho fifteen 
States a-nd Territories lying within the 
arid belt have been invited to send del- 
egates to the convention and they will 
doubtless be represented by full delega- 
tions. 


The question of irrigation is one of the 


greatest importance to the States and 
Territories west of the MUsouri river 
There are hundreds of millions of acres 
of rich lands in the arid region, -which 
require only moisture to mako them as 
productive as any in the United States. 
The soil is fertile and. the climate favor- 
able for the production of the cereals, 
fruits and vegetables of the temperate 
zone. 
To-day these lands arc veritable 


deserts, millions of acres of them pro- 
ducing not even scant pasturage for 
herds and flocks. 


Thu reclamation of these lands is ono 


of the great problems of the day. 
Water 


is all that is required to transform them 
from sago brush wastes to grain fields 
and meadows. These essential elements 
must be procured, if at all, by artiflcial 
means. The most available methods ol 
procuring water will, therefore, be the 
principal subject foi consideration and 
discussion at the convention. 


Congress may bo mcmoralized to ap- 


propriate 
money 
from 
the National 


Treasury for tho reclamation of arid 
lands, but judging by the actions of that 
body in the past, the request will not be 
granted, as the representations of the 
Agricultural States east of tho Missouri 
will object, as they have heretofore, on 
the ground that there is a profitable 
market for what those States now pro- 
duce, and they will not consent to be 
taxed to increase competition in their 
business. Taking into consideration the 
futility of urging Congress to make an 
appropriation for reclaimit.£f the deserts, 
the convention may 
nsk tho General 


Government to grant all the public 
lands in ti>e arid region to the States and 
Territories in which they are situated to 
bo disposed of to persons who will re- 
claim them. 
Congress could not reason- 


ably refuse this request, unless it pro- 
vided means to reclaim the laiidn, as they 
are now comparatively valueless to both 
State and nation, and it is probable that 
a request of that character from the con- 
vention would receive due 
consideration 


at Washington.

Baron Hirsch, the 
Hebrew philanthropist^ has about 30,- 
000 shares in the company, and his asso- 
ciates are the Rothschilds, Ernest Cassel, 
Julian Goldsmidt and other 
wealthy 


Israelites. The objects of the associa- 
tion, briefly stated, are: To promote and 
assist the emigration of Jews from Eu- 
rope and Asia to any other part of the 
world, and to establish colonies iu North 
and South America and elsewhere for 
farming, commercial and other purposes. 
The maintenance of public Works of all 
kinds, roads, railways, bridges, water 
courses, telegraphs, factories, synagogues 
and even forts are provided for. 
The 


association also reserves tho right of a 
trading corporation, mid it may procure 
mining 
concessions, 
loan 
colonists 


money and equipments for industries, 
engage in banking and carry on any 
lawful commerce, trade or business. 


Tho Londor Times snys this colossal 


scheme is the most rcunaikablo of the 
kind ever launched by practical men. 
It has doubts, however, as to its future, 
and if it is worked on a largo scale the 
C/ar might refuse to let his people go.

The Secre- 
tary, from the affidavits presented, thinks 
tha't the decision of the Commissioner of 
the Land Office iu ordering a hearing is

views, ho reverses the Commissioner's 
decision, dismissing the contest, and all 
entries and filings on the land in contro- 
versy, and directs tho Commissioner to 
prepare clear lists of the lands, so they 
maj bo approved and patented.
